Retiring educator’s good-natured 
personality will be missed

Long-time educator Paul C. Cavallo, outgoing prin¬ 
cipal of Agawam High School, told friends at his retire¬ 
ment party at Chez Josef, “It’s going to be tough to 
leave,” but he also feels that "it’s time in my life to do 
something else.” 

Some 200 friends attended the ceremonial dinner, 
and programs entitled “Sailing Into Retirement" were 
distributed, with a photo of Cavallo steering a ship. 

Deputy Superintendent Donald Charest served as 
master of ceremonies, with several educators giving 
greetings and a gift. 

Among them were Mayor Richard A. Cohen, chair¬ 
man of Agawam’s School Committee; Dr. Frank 
Ameruoso, superintendent of schools; Dorothy Martin, 
AHS Renaissance Program; Louis Massoia, former 
School Committee member; Frank Meagher, 
Guidance coordinator; Russell Ramah, AHS 
Computer Science coordinator; Wayne Morse, AHS 
Social Studies coordinator; and Paul Cavallo, Jr. and 
Scott Cavallo, sons of the guest of honor. 

Bernadette Conte, AHS dean of students, and 
Kathleen McSweeney, deputy principal, made the gift 
presentation, and Paul Cavallo spoke to the group at 
the close of the event. 

When asked what he remembers as the highlight of 
his years in education, Cavallo told us, “I am most 
proud of returning Agawam High School to good 
standing with the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges. Although this has been accom¬ 
plished in two of the three areas, Curriculum 
Instruction and School Facilities, we now need only to 
complete our library renovations and our accreditation 
will be restored. 


“This third aspect will be completed by November 
1st. I would consider this my legacy,” he noted. 

Cavallo has been recognized as a good-natured 
person by his associates, and he is first to credit a 
sense of humor with keeping his career enjoyable. 

Ameruoso pointed out that Cavallo “stepped in 
when I needed him and did a tremendous job. He’s 
been a joy to work with. He will be missed.” 

After earning his undergraduate degree from 
American International College in English and his 
master’s degree from Westfield State, Cavallo taught 
English in Watertown, New York from 1963-1965 and 
at Birchland Park School, East Longmeadow from 
1965-1971. 

In 1968, he and his family moved to Agawam and 
in 1971, Cavallo became a guidance counselor at 
AHS until 1985. 

From 1985 until 1996, he was director of Guidance, 
while simultaneously serving as Principal of Evening 
School from 1985-2000. 

In 1996, he became deputy principal, and from 
2000 through 2001, he has been AHS principal. 

Cavallo told us, “Everyone here is great - the teach¬ 
ers, the administrators - and I knew all the people 
here and what to expect from the kids. What is impor¬ 
tant to me is being able to keep the school running 
and to teach kids what they need to learn. We had 
very few problems, really: something is going right 
here.” 

Cavallo cited areas in which he feels satisifed with 
his influence.

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Council passes $58.3 
million budget 
with eight votes

Town Council approved the town budget of 
$58,340,544 with a vote of 8-1-2 Monday, June 18th, 
with just one change: an $86,050 cut to the tax, title 
and taking item. 

The total proposed for that budget was $186. 050. 

“I believe that’s a little excessive when $90,000 is 
going toward one corporation," said Councilor Robert 
Magovern. 

That corporation is Princess Realty. Inc., owned by 
Ralph DePalma. It owes Agawam back taxes on more 
than 150 different parcels. 

Council President Gina Letellier said that same 
item raised two concerns for her. The first was the 
"reasonableness of going after all back taxes at 
once." The second was that there are other legal 
actions available to the town to collect the taxes. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen reminded the council that 
it twice voted down an amendment that would have 
allowed the town to deny permits or licenses to any 
business that owed back taxes instead of foreclosing. 

Councilor Joseph Mineo, who put that amendment 
back on the agenda at Monday’s meeting under new 
business, voted against slashing the item. 

“We did have a chance to pass an amendment 
dealing with taxes and I cannot support this," he said. 

Council Vice President Robert Young said he’d like 
to see more financial emphasis placed on the 
school’s technology program and suggested the 
funds cut from the tax item should be added to the 
technology budget. 

“Allocating $125,000 [to school technology] a year 
is not a strategy where I come from," Young said. 
“And what I don’t see addressed anywhere is Internet 
conductivity to the classrooms. That just doesn't cut 
if." 

Although the council cannot take monies from one 
section of the budget and add it to another, several 
councilors expressed agreement with Young’s idea. 

School Committee member Rosemary Sandlin, 
who attended the meeting, also agreed. 

“We'd gladly accept that $86,000 with a smile on 
our faces,” she said after the budget hearing. 

Councilor Jill Simpson noted the absence of an 
ambulance in Feeding Hills in the budget. 

“I’d like to know where we are on that," Ms. 
Simpson asked. 

“The manpower issue is the reason why,” said 
Councilor Dennis Perry, who served on a budget sub¬ 
committee that examined the Fire Department’s por¬ 
tion of the budget. “We have the equipment, but it’s 
the manpower and the way the scheduling is set up." 

Perry added that the Fire Department employees 
and union are negotiating contracts at this time and a 
solution could be forthcoming. 

“There is a plan in place, but because of contract 
negotiations, it wasn't in the budget," he said.

long way when I was director as far as establishing a 
rapport with the kids and meeting their needs. As 
deputy principal and principal, I tried to be fair and 
make decisions which were right, even if they were 
not popular. 

"There is a lot to deal with, such as harrassment 
issues or pressures the kids bring into the school from 
outside. Some of the kids were not happy with the no¬ 
hats rule, but that was about security. Locking of the 
doors is a proactive measure for the safety of the stu¬ 
dents. 

“I have recommended updates of television moni¬ 
tors and other possible means of identification for the 


future. A school is like a little city. You need rules and 
order so everyone can get an education,” Cavallo 
added. 

Cavallo remembers Operation Recognition as one 
of the nicest events of his years in education. 
Operation Recognition took place in the Agawam High 
School auditorium earlier this spring and honored 13 
veterans who left high school before graduation to 
fight in World War II, thereby never receiving their 
diplomas. 

Fifty years later, this ceremony moved the audi¬ 
ence to tears as each veteran was presented with 
gifts, including NBC News anchor Tom Brokaw’s 
book, commemorative stamps, plaques, and a news¬ 
paper titled "Operation Recognition,” published by the 


Agawam High Mirror staff. 

In addition to the diploma and American flag each 
veteran received, every junior and senior of Agawam 
High School gave them a standing ovation. 

“That will always be a special memory for me,” 
Cavallo said. 

After taking time off through the summer, he hopes 
to do something part-time with teaching and told stu¬ 
dent reporter Erin Jackson in an interview with the 
AHS Mirror that “a little teaching may be a bit of a 
stress reliever.” 

His wife, Joan D. Cavallo, said in an interview with 
the Springfield Union News at his retirement party, 
“The school will always be a part of him.”

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POW-MIA 
Vigil planned 
for June 23rd 

DAV Commander Frank Mazzei is sponsoring a 
POW-MIA Vigil at Agawam's World War I Monument 
in front of the American Legion Home in Feeding Hills 
on Saturday, June 23rd. 

The vigil is held to make the public aware of the 
fact that we still have veterans from all wars and 
actions that are unaccounted for, and we need an 
accounting in order to have a closure. 

The vigil will begin at 8:00 a.m. sharp, with the 
Connecticut Rolling Flags, Inc., a group that runs from 
one vigil to the next escorting POW-MIA runners. 
These runners carry the POW-MIA flag throughout 
the state of Connecticut to make the public aware of 
this program. The runners, escorted by the Agawam 
Police motorcycles and followed by Connecticut 
Rolling Flags all dressed, will depart from the 
Agawam Town Hall at 7:40 a.m. and run over a mile 
with the flags to the WW1 Monument.

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Melconian protects hospitals, passes 
2002 Senate budget 


Senate Majority Leader Linda"J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce the Senate pas¬ 
sage recently of the $22.87 billion fiscal year 2002 
budget that contains $226 million in relief for the 
Commonwealth’s hospitals. 

“The Senate recognizes the crisis that is looming in 
our hospitals. Even with an economic slowdown, this 
year’s budget would provide significant relief for our 
local hospitals and hospitals across the state,” said 
Melconian. 

Local hospitals will receive more than $14.1 million 
in relief under the Senate legislation. Baystate 
Medical Center will receive approximately $10.2 mil¬ 
lion, Mercy Hospital will gain $2.8 million, and Holyoke 
Hospital will receive $1.2 million. Each hospital will 
also be eligible for money from a relief fund created 
under the legislation. 

“While Baystate, Mercy, and Holyoke hospitals 
have provided outstanding patient care to our area, 
each one has experienced serious reimbursement 
shortfalls,” said Melconian. "These payments are a 
start toward renewed financial health.” 


Hospitals will receive three types of relief. Thirty- 
five million in relief will come in the form of direct 
increases in the amount the state pays for medical 
programs, chiefly to low income and disabled individ¬ 
uals. Twenty million will be in the form of a fund set up 
to provide grants to hospitals suffering significant 
financial hardship. Mercy Hospital received $1.4 mil¬ 
lion from a similar fund earlier this year. The majority 
of the relief, $181 million, comes in the form of 
increased payments to the “Free Care Pool," a fund 
which pays for free emergency room care. 

Massachusetts hospitals have suffered significant 
financial hardships over the last several years. Two- 
thirds of hospitals currently have a negative operating 
margin and none of the three major sources of hospi¬ 
tal income, Medicaid, Medicare, and private insur¬ 
ance, pays the full cost of hospital care. 

“Our hospitals are the crown jewel of one of the 
best health care systems in the world. They are vital 
to our health and our standard of living. The financial 
stability of our hospitals is critical if we are to continue 
our recent efforts to expand health care to every citi¬ 
zen of the Commonwealth,” concluded Melconian.

Hints for brides 

Question: Your salon recently took care of all hair 
styles and beauty needs of my whole wedding party, 
parents, and a few out of town guests. We all agree 
that without your well-trained and experienced staff, 
we could not have pulled it all together. I think that you 
should share some of your great hints in your column 
for the brides out there who may forget a few details. 

Answer: Thank you for such a nice compliment! 
Weddings can take their toll on everyone involved, but 
with some simple planning and help from your friends 
and family, all can go smoothly. I always advise our 
brides to delegate duties. Planning is important, and 
knowing what you want and where to get it is the first 
step in setting up your bridal calendar of events. We 
have brides book our salon the same day they reserve 
the church and reception hall.

We suggest that you book your hair, nail, and 
make-up appointments well in advance so that we can 
make sure your look is complete before the photogra¬ 
pher, flowers, and limo arrive.

When you pull out that album, you want 
to think how beautiful you looked and not wonder what 
you were thinking when you planned your hair and 
make-up look.

A recent study shows that 60 percent of couples 
choose to become married between June and 
October, with June the most popular month. We are 
certainly able to testify to that! A few weeks before the 
wedding, you should have a “Tress-rehearsal.” Bring 
in your headpiece and try on your wedding hairdo. 
This is the time to make adjustments to the look you 
want. If something doesn’t seem just right, change it

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so that you will be comfortable with your choice. Keep 
in mind that most girls want to remove the long veil 
after the ceremony. 

Tell this to your stylist so she can arrange your hair 
to accommodate the transformation. Take time to dis¬ 
cuss all your concerns with your stylist and make-up 
artist so that everything runs smoothly on the big day. 
The girls usually line up your final color or highlight 
and hair trim a week before the wedding. 

Your nails and waxing should be done the day 
before. Melissa suggests a French or Swiss manicure 
for a classy look. If you prefer just plain polish, then 
she suggests staying with a soft sheer shade of pink 
or pearl white. Don’t forget to save time for your pedi¬ 
cure. Melissa can match your toes to your fingers for 
a finished look.

Big Y Foods, Inc. is pleaded to announce that it is 
planning to open 12 pharmacies within their super¬ 
markets within the next year. This new venture is the 
result of over five years’ research into this arena.

God has great plans for you! 

Jesus Christ is one of the most controversial fig¬ 
ures in all of human history. For one thing, western 
civilization sets its calendar by the year of His birth. 
His Church has had the most significant impact of any 
religious society the world has ever seen. And yet, for 
all that, the troubling question Jesus raised with His 
disciples is still relevant today. 

When Jesus was alone praying, His disciples 
came to Him, and He asked them , “What do peo¬ 
ple say about Me?" They answered, “Some say 
that You are John the Baptist or Elijah or a 
prophet from long ago who has come back to 
life." Jesus then asked them, “But who do you say 
that I am?" Peter answered, “You are the Messiah 
sent from God." Jesus strictly warned His disci¬ 
ples not to tell anyone about this. 

Jesus told His disciples, “The nation’s leaders, 
the chief priests, and the teachers of the Law of 
Moses will make the Son of Man suffer terribly. 
They will reject Him and kill Him, but three days 
later He will rise to life." Then Jesus said to all the 
people, “If any of you want to be My followers, you 
must forget about yourself. You must take up your 
cross each day and follow Me. If you want to save 
your life, you will destroy it. But if you give up 
your life for Me, you will save it." 

In this account, we see Jesus’ disciples trying out 
the “stock” answers. Perhaps they watched Jesus’ 
face closely to see if He responded more favorably to 
one attribution or another. But none seemed to 
impress Him. Those same answers still leave Him 
cold today. He pressed them further; and pushes us, 
too. 

Finally Peter, the boldest of the group, spoke up. 
“Lay it out straight,,’’ he must have thought. No doubt 
Peter was thrilled to see Jesus’ eyes light up when 
Peter said, “You are the Messiah sent from God." 
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There should be little doubt that Peter, as well as 
the other disciples, were bewildered by Jesus' com¬ 
mand not to say anything about this to others. After 
all. why wouldn’t Jesus want the publicity? 

The wisdom behind Jesus' command soon became 
apparent. The disciples realized they had no idea 
what the role of the Messiah would be. As well, they 
had no idea that following Jesus would be so chal¬ 
lenging. 

On another occasion, Jesus had told an inquirer, 
“God loved the people of this world so much that 
He gave His only Son, so that everyone who has 
faith in Him will have eternal life and never really 
die." Now, with His disciples, He explained what that 
meant. The long awaited Messiah had indeed come to 
establish His kingdom. But it wasn’t a kingdom like 
any other kingdom. Many people in Jesus’ day were 
expecting a Messiah to restore Israel to its former 
glory. God had a bigger and better plan. 

Israel was, like many countries, and especially in 
the Middle East, an ethnic country. It was the Jewish 
country, situated in a non-Jewish world. For a rela¬ 
tively brief period, Israel was a world power. By Jesus’ 
day, it was reduced to being part of a small province 
in Rome. 

Rather than limit His ambitions to one small coun¬ 
try, God determined to make a new Israel. “Israel” 
means “People of God"; (lsh= people, and EI=god). 
God wanted to turn Israel into a worldwide kingdom to 
which all people, regardless of description, could 
belong. 

All of you are God’s children because of your 
faith in Christ Jesus. And when you were bap¬ 
tized, it was as though you had put on Christ in 
the same way you put on new clothes. Faith in 
Christ is what makes each of you equal with each 
other, whether you are a Jew ora Greek, a slave or 
a free person, a man ora woman. So if you belong 
to Christ, you are now part of Abraham’s family, 
and you will be given what God has promised. 

As is most often the case, God’s got bigger and 
better ideas than we do. But it is just as the 
Scriptures say, “What God has planned for people 
who love Him, is more than eyes have seen or 
ears have heard. It has never even entered our 
minds!" We would do well to get on board with Him. 
It won’t always be easy, but it will always be worth it.

When the great Puritan preacher Thomas Hooker (1586-1647) was on his deathbed, a friend tried to 
console him by saying, "Brother Hooker, you are going to receive your reward."

F.H. Congregational 
Church takes on 
a new ministry 

Feeding Hills Congregational Church has taken on 
a new ministry. We are working with Lutheran Social 
Services of West Springfield to help resettle refugees. 
Refugees differ from immigrnats in that they cannot 
go home again. 

The first two people we helped to resettle were 
from Sudan, a country that has experienced 18 years 
of civil war. Much has been heard in recent years of 
the persecution of Christians in Sudan, but non- 
Christians also have been victimized by the years of 
turmoil. 

Our congregation rented an apartment near the 
church property in Feeding Hills Center. We stocked 
the apartment with furniture and food and gave a 
warm welcome to its first new inhabitants. El Tigani 
Mohamed and Magdi Idreez are young men who had 
escaped Khartoum, made their way to Cairo, and 
(with United Nations-granted refugee status) began 
their new lives here in May. 

These Arabic-speaking men spent much of their 
first month in America learning the English language 
and becoming familiar with American customs. But 
their first concern was for the parents and siblings 
they had left behind. At their first opportunity, they 
relocated once again with friends and relatives in 
America who helped them to find jobs. Tigani is now 
in Nashville with a friend from Khartoum, and Magdi 
is in Miami with a cousin. They each hope to get their 
families away from their war-torn homeland. 

The apartment the church had rented was empty 
for only a couple of hours when we welcomed a fam¬ 
ily from Bosnia: Safet, Aida, and their three year-old 
son, Adi. As Bosnians from an area which is now in 
Serbian control, they, too, are unable to return home. 

But, Safet had been a butcher for 22 years in 
Bosnia, and he found work here almost immediately. 
His next hope is to get his Massachusetts driver’s 
license and to get his own car. 

At this time, the congregation is bringing him to 
work in Chicopee and picking him up at the end of 
each day. Aida had worked in marketing in Sarajevo; 
for now, she is focusing on learning English and help¬ 
ing their son learn as she learns. 

The church has the satisfaction of knowing that we 
have welcomed the sojourner in our midst, doing for 
them what we hope we would do for Jesus himself. As 
he told his friends, when you do something for the 
least of them, you do it for me. It has been a reward¬ 
ing experience for all involved.

the plaintiff was totally disabled for eight weeks and 
that he continues to be partially disabled. He suffers 
from 50 percent permanent impairment of his lower 
right extremity, which translates to a 20 percent 
impairment of the whole person. 

The defendant told police and witnesses at the 
scene that he could not see the plaintiff because he 
was blinded by the sun. The defense also argued, 
based upon its review of medical records, that the 
pla/ntiff s vision was impaired and that he did not see 
the defendant’s vehicle. 

The plaintiff had a video deposition taken to pre¬ 
serve fits testimony. 

The case was settled for $200,000.00.

Guidelines for appearing 
in the courtroom... 




Q. My uncontested divorce hearing will occur this 
month in Hampden County Probate Court. I have 
never been to court before. What do I wear? How do 
I act in court? What do I say to the judge? 

A. The answers to your questions are contained in 
a pre-printed blue document, “Guidelines for 
Appearing in the Courtroom,” which is made available 
to the public at the front counter of the Clerk’s Office. 
These “Guidelines” were authored by Attorney Amy 
Yanni, the initial Hampden County Family Law 
Facilitator, under a pilot project funded by the legisla¬ 
ture. 

The Family Law Facilitator Project has been well 
received by the legal community. The interests of the 
public would be well-served with the continued appro¬ 
priate funding by the legislature to permanently main¬ 
tain this position at the Hampden County Probate 
Court. 

GUIDELINES FOR APPEARING 


IN THE COURTROOM 


1. It is a good idea to dress in a way that shows 
you respect the formality of the court. Halters, 
worn-out dungarees, old tee-shirts, and date/party 
clothes are not the best choices. You should remove 
your hat before going into the courtroom. Don’t chew 
gum or eat candy/other food. 

2. Always stand when the judge leaves or 
enters the courtroom. The court officer will tell you 
when to sit and stand, but if you are in doubt, stand 
when the judge is standing. It is usually okay to sit 
down once the judge is seated, unless you are speak¬ 
ing with the judge. 

3. When the judge talks to you, you should 
stand and then speak. Remain standing as long 
as you and the judge are talking. You may need to 
stay standing even if the judge talks to the person on 
the other side of your case. If you are in doubt, ask 
the judge if you may be seated when you finish talk¬ 
ing. 

4. The judge will let you know when he or she 
wants you to speak. The courtroom is definitely a 
place where you should speak only when you are 
spoken to, and even then, you must be careful. For 
example, you should not get into an argument or 
even a discussion with the other side in front of 
the judge. Court procedures require that people 
speak to the judge, or answer formal questions of the 
other side if the judge allows what is called “examina¬ 
tion of the witnesses.” Otherwise, you need the 
judge’s permission to speak with someone else. 

5. Speak clearly. You need to talk and not just nod 
or shake your head because court proceedings are 
tape-recorded for the record. Try and listen carefully 
to the questions you are asked. Answer the question 
by trying to be direct and to the point. 

6. Always address the judge as “Your Honor” 
when you are in the courtroom. The judge is in control 
of the courtroom and will be making important deci¬ 
sions about you and your children. Be respectful and 
understand that the judge usually likes to keep the 
proceedings as forma! as possible. This helps keep 
the process fair to everyone. 

7. Once the judge ends the hearing, it is important 
to say, “Thank you, Your Honor,” as you get ready 
to step away from the table and leave the courtroom. 

8. Do not talk on your way out, or even right out¬ 
side the door. Many times, another hearing starts as 
soon as yours ends, and your talking can interfere 
with the next case. 


9. Be on time for court! 


10. Do not bring your children into the court¬ 
room. Ask about (free) court-sponsored day care for 
days when you have court hearings, if you need help.

“But those who illegally attempt to capture the 
excitement of these festivities at home are risking 
serious injuries, especially to children,” noted Mandi 
Summers, coordinator, Western Massachusetts Safe 
Kids Coalition headquartered at Baystate Medical 
Center Children’s Hospital. “Each year, their illegal 
use continues to burn and maim youngsters,” she 
added. 

According to the National Council on Fireworks 
Safety, illegal fireworks continue to be a serious prob¬ 
lem. Over the past 10 years, 30-33 percent of the 
injuries associated with fireworks have typically been 
caused by illegal explosives or homemade fireworks. 

These bright and colorful fireworks are exciting ) 
children, but many do not understand the dangers 
that go along with handling these potentially danger¬ 
ous materials. 

“While thousands of children are injured each year

Sparklers, while often considered the safest type 
of fireworks, join firecrackers and rockets as those 
causing the bulk of emergency room treated injuries," 
said Dr. Jacques Blanchet, chief, Emergency 
Services, at Frankling Medical Center in Greenfield. 

Fireworks-related injuries often require immediate 
medical attention. Injuries usually involve the 
hands/fingers, eyes, or head and can sometimes 
result in amputations, blindings, or even death. More 
than half of fireworks-related injuries involve burns, 
which can be one of the most painful injuries a child

Latest research findings 

The following are the newest studies that were 
recently reported in the Chiropractic Research 
Review.

“Fireworks can be an exciting part of a celebration, 
but no parent or child should have to learn about their 
dangers in such a painful way." 

If for any reason a fireworks accident occurs, 
remain calm and seek medical attention immediately, 
regardless of the severity of the injury. Often eyes can 
be injured in fireworks accidents and it is important to 
take precautions if this occurs. Do not rub or rinse out 
the eyes which can cause further damage. Also, 
avoid putting pressure on the area around the eye. Do 
not use any kind of aspirin or ibuprofen, which can 
cuase blood thinning and potentially increase any 
bleeding that is present. Using ointments and med¬ 
ications are not recommended, as they can make the 
area around the eye slippery and interfere with the 
doctor’s examination.

The recipe for tiramisu... 

Did you know you can send in recipes to me at P.O. 
Box 741, Agawam, MA 01001? 

One recipe that I always get requests for is 
tiramisu. There are many different ways of making 
this dessert. Mine may not be classic, but it works and 
it is very tasty. So here goes. 

I start with a tub of mascarpone cheese and allow 
it to come to room tempreture. If you have the ambi¬ 
tion, you can make your own sponge cake fingers (or 
cheat and buy some lady fingers). Next, brew some 
triple-strength coffee or buy espresso powder, and 
make according to the directions. You will need some 
Kahlua or coffee brandy; heavy cream to whip; a very 
good grade of cocoa powder; and some semi-sweet 
chocolate to shave. Real tiramisu has no cream in it - 
just the eggs and mascarpone cheese whipped 
together. 

In a deep glass dish, arrange the first layer of lady 
fingers. Your coffee mixture should be this: 2C XXX 
coffee, plus 1/4C sugar. Add 1C Kahlua. Drizzle all 
over the lady fingers, then place a layer of the mas¬ 
carpone cream. Add another layer of fingers, and now 
you know the drill to make the dessert (include as 
many layers as you want to make you happy). 

The cream is this: beat the room-temperature 
cheese ‘til smooth. Add a TB or 2 of cream to soften. 
Now, whip the heavy cream with 1/4C sugar, 2TB 
Kahlua, and just a scant pinch of salt. Fold this into 
the cheese, and pipe over the soaked lady fingers (I 
use about 1 qt. of heavy cream). 

When the layers are done, dust with cocoa powder

In honor of this year’s graduating class, I've picked 
some movies that are sure to remind you of these 
important years of your lives that have come to a 
close. Congratulations to you all!!! 

* “Sixteen Candles": 1984. Rated PG. 

This is probably director John Hughes’ milestone 
film about the troubles of high schooler Molly 
Ringwald regarding her forgotten “sweet 16th” birth¬ 
day and her affections for “Mr. Right.” 

The film is definitely a fine way to remember the 
good times of high school; in fact, this reviewer always 
personally associates this film with exactly that! 
Ringwald delivers a great performace alongside the 
memorable Anthony Michael Hall character known 
simply as “The Geek.” 

The film's many subplots explore teenage relation¬ 
ships and the perennial high school “crush.” Through 
this style of plot development, Hughes allows the 
viewer to relate to the characters and their associated 
plights. This is how Ringwald’s family is used effec¬ 
tively in the film. We do not see the stereotypical 
“Brady Bunch” family; instaed, we see a family much 
like the common person’s (with people’s idiosyn- 
chrasies shining through wonderfully). 
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Hughes exemplified his knack for this genre of film 
early on with this one, and it surely was responsible - 
at least in part - for the content of his future works. 4 

STARS. 

* “Revenge of the Nerds”: 1984. Rated R- 

Here is a film that, to this day, still enjoys a large 
cult following. Robert Carradine, Anthony Edwards, 
Timothy Busfield, and Andrew Cassese star in this 
comedy about rebellion. 

A group of unpopular students at Adams College 
become tired of being known as "nerds and decide to 
retaliate against the jocks and snobbish girls that 
relentlessly abuse them. They form their own fraterni¬ 
ty on campus and begin an all-out conflict with their 

rivals. 

The film is fun in that it is always nice to see the 
underdog demand recognition. This is a universal 
notion that seems to appear in many fims, but never 
as the primary plot formula. This simplistic screenplay 
is saved wholly by the great performances and on¬ 
screen chemistry between the two top-billed actors, 
Carradine and Edwards. 

Although this film is not set in high school, it does 
relate. Every school has unpopular students that 
become the subject of constant ridicule. That is why I 
like the theme of this film. The message it sends out 
is that words and insults really are meaningless in the 
grand scheme of life, and that (in the end) the sup¬ 
posed “popular” students are the ones whose lives 
are unhappy as adults. 

As long as you rent this without expectations of 
blockbuster material, then you will enjoy the picture. 
While the production value of the picture is only aver¬ 
age, the two central actors’ performances and the 
timeless - and important - theme are well worth expe¬ 
riencing. 3 STARS. 

* “Ferris Bueller’s Day Off’: 1986. Rated PG-13. 

Matthew Broderick stars in the title role in this com¬ 
edy about a very inventive hookie-from-school expert 
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who embarks on an adventure that finds him in 
numerous calamities. 

Director John Hughes sticks to his teenage/high 
school genre with this film and, consequently, makes 
it a perfect complement to his other films (including 
"Sixteen Candles”). Hughes does take a slightly dif¬ 
ferent approach with this film, however, in that he 
combines two plot devices that virtually guarantee 
audience participation. 

The first device used is parody. Throughout the pic¬ 
ture, Hughes pokes fun at high school life through the 
oftentimes exaggerated screenplay involving a hap¬ 
less principal (played to perfection by Jeffrey Jones). 
Also demonstrative of this notion is the appearance of 
none other than Ben Stein as the idealogical "boring” 
teacher. 

The second device used by Hughes is the use of 
fantasy. Every student is sure to fantasize about being 
able to pull off all the scams that Ferris does. In reali¬ 
ty, these scams and opportunities would probably not 
happen so perfectly. 

In addition to these plot devices, there are some 
other memorable performances, including an appear¬ 
ance by Charlie Sheen and Jennifer Grey as Bueller’s 
sister (who wants nothing more than for Ferris to 
eventually get caught in his web of deceit). Also, look 
for Edie McClurg and comedian Louie Anderson. 

This film hits the mark perfectly and is a fine exam¬ 
ple of the genre. It is not just limited to teens either, for 
adults will even enjoy it. One thing is certain - it will 
have graduates reminiscing about high school! 4

We discussed her method of dealing with the 
upsetting moments at home and I helped her to see 
that instead of dealing with the issues, she was run¬ 
ning away from them all because she didn’t know any 
other way to deal with them.

Holly thought for a few minutes. Clearly she was 
agitated and couldn’t see any clear solutions, so I 
suggested a few.

The unmistakable 
good taste and style of Pulaski permeates its pages 
as well, for this yearbook will be “The Last Picture 
Show" for him as yearbook advisor. 

As a result not only of his guidance, but also of his 
impact on the lives of his students, the Class of 2001 
surprised Pulaski with a Lifetime Achievement Award. 
The yearbook theme, “Reach for the Stars,” highlight¬ 
ed by an opening page emulating Hollywood’s 
Academy Awards, shows a backdrop of the AHS 
entrance, with two Oscars superimposed on either 
side of the arch. 

Just below, gown-clad students (the “Stars") stand 
on a red carpet, as if signing autographs for their 
“fans” lined up behind the velvet ropes. The yearbook 
maintains this theme from cover to cover. 

The Class of 2001 yearbook is truly a work of art, 
with die-cut end sheets with, of course, stars. 
Permission was needed from the Motion Picture 
Academy to use the images of the Oscars and the 
photo’s theme of carpet, ropes, and impression of a 
few stars. 

The next page offers another unforgettable event 
and concept when the entire class lined up on the 
football field and formed one gigantic five-point star. 
The football field was divided into grids by town work¬ 
ers. Then, using lime, the workers mapped out the 
shape of the star in proportion to accommodate the 
number of class members. 

Pulaski then had to figure out how far above the 
field he needed to be with his camera in order to accu¬ 
rately photograph the 2001 star. (It was a good thing 
he taught math!) It was determined that the distance 
had to be 105 feet from the ground. 

Parent Donna Bodurtha (a 1974 AHS graduate) 
was able to arrange the use of a snorkel truck provid¬ 
ed by the West Springfield Fire Department. While 
Pulaski and the fireman were in the air, a really crazy 
clowd formation occurred, full of so much static elec¬ 
tricity that all the students’ hair stood on end and they 
could actually see Pulaski’s hair 105 feet above them 
also standing on end. 

The adventure reached its pinnacle (no pun) when 
the truck’s ladder jammed and for a few moments, 
Pulaski wondered if he would ever come back down. 

Tremendous effort went into the 2001 yearbook, 
exemplified by “Playback...2001” on the third page. 
Because no duplicates of the Oscars from the 
Academy Awards can be sold, the staff was chal¬ 
lenged to find a representative of such a trophy in 
keeping with their yearbook theme. They found one at 
Bolduc’s in West Side (intended for successful sales¬ 
people), but the only problem was the briefcase in its 
hand. 

It took Pulaski a long time, but he was able to grind 
off the briefcase with a dremel saw, and the end result 
is convincing. 

The Feature Presentation includes photos of 2001 
students, some with remarks, against a black back¬ 
drop with silver 35 mm film and silver stars. Each 
page includes thought-provoking quotations from

movies, television shows, Broadway plays, songs, or 
well-known people, such as It's something unpre¬ 
dictable, but in the end, it’s right. I hope you had the 
time of your life.” The Ballot Box follows, with distinc¬ 
tions like "Class Athletes, Class Artists, Class 
Mooches, Class Couple, Best All Around, Most Likely 
To Succeed, Most Mischievous, Best Laughs, Most 
Likely Never To Be On Time," and many more. 

The Paparazzi Page, featuring the 2001 Sachem 
staff, serves to demonstrate the lengths to which 
Pulaski and his staff were willing to go to round out 
their theme of “Stars” - they arranged to pose for this 
photo, dressed in tuxedos and gowns, at the 
Hippodrome (the old Paramount Theater) in 
Springfield, with its dramatic artwork and columns. 

The next section, done completely as a surprise to 
Pulaski, is his Lifetime Achievement Award, which 
features photos of him and by him, on a boat, in the 
snorkel truck’s basket, with the makeshift Oscar, 
standing on a chair with a camera, and other photos 
honoring his good-natured determination to turn work 
into fun. 

Some of the lines from his Award read, “Sadly for 
the staff of AHS and unfortunately for those who will 
never have a chance to know him, a man who is 
greatly loved and admired has taken his final bow this 
year. 

“In the year 1963, this man named David E. Pulaski 
embarked on a journey that would take him places he 
could have never imagined. In these past 38 years, he 
has defined what Sachem and AHS teaching stand 
for...Smiles still remain on the faces of former students 
at the thought of his comedic actions due to his eclec¬ 
tic sense of humor...he is always ready to go the extra

The Substance Abuse Prevention coordinator, psy¬ 
chologist, nurse, cafeteria staff, and custodians are all 
included with photos as well.

bloopers....underclassmen...bloopers...and Stunt 
Doubles. Throughout this section, every page has one 
photo which offers a list of possible descriptions for 
“What’s Going On Here?" 

Also, local cartoonist Elizabeth Stieg from the 
Class of 2001 sketched an Indian dressed for each 
sport, including cheerleading. 

There’s a Special Effects Section with photos from 
the prom, school dances, Top 40, the Kid Party, and 
other memorable events, followed by Soundtrack and 
Set Design, Promotional Staff, and a brand new sec¬ 
tion called "Write Now!” that offers the class a chance 
to record their current facts and favorites, to capture 
now, to remember forever. 

The Class of 2001’s Sachem is composed of 336 
pages, a large number in full color, and is the biggest 
yearbook Agawam has ever produced. The cost of 
$29 per book is so low due to defrayed expenses 
thanks to advertisers and senior salutes, which are 
tributes to seniors from their parents. 

This Class of 2001 Sachem is not only a remem¬ 
brance of the many honors and happenings of this 
class, but also a work of art that every student and 
every family will want, now and in the years to come.

Teacher Kathleen Mouneimneh, one of two faculty 
advisors to the Agawam High Class of 2001 (the other 
was Scott Trahan), found that this class, more than 
most others, had a unity and togetherness through 
their four years together.

Scholarship winners were honored recently at an 
event sponsored by the Smith Fund and held at Bay 
Path College. State Senator Linda Melconian and Dr. 
Carol Leary, President of Bay Path College, spoke to 
attendees of the event. 

The Smith Fund - thorugh its Walter S. Barr 
Scholarship - granted 34 renewable college scholar¬ 
ships of $2,500 each (totaling $85,000 in aid) to grad¬ 
uating high school seniors from throughout Hampden 
County. 

Among those high school, seniors was Nicole M. 
Dominick of Agawam High School. 

Providing that a student maintains at least a B 


average in college, the scholarship totals $10,000 
over four years to each Smith Fund recipient. 

Students are selected on a variety of criteria, 
including their SAT scores, class rank, extracurricular 
activities, and a written personal account which out¬ 
lines why a student feels he or she is deserving of the 
financial assistance. 

Recipients are selected by a five-member commit¬ 
tee comprised of individuals with experience in the 
field of education. 

All high school graduates from Hampden County 
are eligible to apply to the fund that offers Walter S. 
Barr Scholarships, Walter S. Barr College 
Scholarships, and Walter S. Barr Fellowships. 

Walter S. Barr was a successful West Springfield 
businessman in the early 1900s. Upon his death, his 
wife channeled money from his estate into the Smith 
Fund to assist those furthering their education.

Congratulations to the Agawam 
High School Class of 2001 
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David Pulaski leaves behind immeasurable memories 


There are a few ways to become acquainted with 
Agawam High’s long-time yearbook advisor David 
Pulaski, if one has not already had this singular 
pleasure. 

The first way would be to talk to his current stu¬ 
dents; the next would be to talk to all of the AHS stu¬ 
dents; then next would be to talk with his associates 
and friends; and after that, talk with just about every¬ 
one who lives here and many who did so in the past! 

There is scarcely a life involved with AHS which 
has not been touched somehow by Pulaski's genius 
with the camera or by his witty observations about liv¬ 
ing life. 

Agawam is one of the few schools which still 
includes senior captions; other schools have ceased 
due to a few mean-spirited individuals who disguised 
ethnic slurs or other insults in their words. 

This year’s Sachem also gave teachers and 
administrators the same opportunity to be quoted, and 
Pulaski’s quote tells a lot about the kind of person he 
is; “01 - the class with class! Remember, it’s the jour¬ 
ney, NOT the destination. This is NOT a dress 
rehearsal. You’re on stage NOW, so cause laughter 
when you can, nobody ever died from it!" 

Joanna Surowiec ‘01 wrote an article titled “Pulaski, 
leaves as a legend" for the Agawam High School 
Mirror, stating, “Mr. Pulaski has managed to separate 
himself from other teachers. He has made his teach¬ 
ing unpredictable and funny with his wacky sense of 
humor. Anything that could keep kids interested, from 
frogs to silly string, and even corny jokes, has kept 
students sitting at the edge of their seats." 

And 2001 class president Mike Federico wrote a 
letter to Pulaski and ran it in the Mirror: “I thank you 
for myself and on behalf of all the students who have 
ever come in contact with you. You are a role model, 
teacher, and most importantly, a friend to us all. I will 
never forget you!” 

Pulaski has informed the School Department that 
he will be available to help the 2002 staff and advisor 
next year, and for this reason, many will breathe a 
sigh of relief. 

He has guided yearbook staffs to produce 30 year¬ 
books during his 38 years of teaching, taking at least 
90 percent of the photos appearing in these year¬ 
books and coming up with thousands of ways to 
depict themes through dress, background, geometric 
forms, and other environmental touches. He is virtual¬ 
ly irreplaceable. 

After graduating from Lowell Technological Institute 
in industrial management (now called industrial man¬ 
agement and technology), Pulaski began teaching. 

In 1963, a period he refers to as “The Sputnik Era” 
(Sputnik was a Russian-built satellite, one of the first 
to successfully revolve around the earth), schools 
were happy to find a person from engineering who 
was willing to teach, so Pulaski was able to start 
teaching before getting education credits or complet¬ 
ing any practice teaching. 

Instead, the first few months counted as practice 
teaching and it was understood that within the next 
few years, he would get his master s degree in edu¬ 
cation. He was originally hired to teach math and sci¬ 
ence at the Agawam Junior High, but about two 
weeks before school opened, a math teacher at the 
High School needed to be replaced, so Pulaski 
accepted a position as an algebra and geometry 
teacher. 

“I feel I ended up in the right place," he said. He 
later earned his master’s from Westfield State in

1965. While he has enjoyed teaching math subjects, 
his greater life force has gone into (and come out of) 
the work with the yearbook students. 

He has touched untold numbers of lives, capturing 
people at their worst and at their best, but always 
allowing them to see their potential for being someone 
wonderful. 

The man himself has become an icon, a legend in 
his time; his work represents an ideal for which to 
strive, capturing every special event from the past 
several decades. 

In addition to the thousands and thousands of can- 
dids Pulaski has done for the yearbooks, he has gen¬ 
erously contributed his work over the years to the 
Agawam High School Mirror, The Agawam Advertiser 
News, to programs for Darcy Davis’ (former music 
director) many musical productions, and to any other 
people or publications in need of good photography. 
Most parents know his work through the wonderful 
portraits he has taken at their children’s proms, and 
many remember him from their own prom. 

His publishers told him that his 30 years as a year¬ 
book advisor give him the greatest longevity of any 
yearbook advisor they know. His candids for the year¬ 
book have spanned from magic moments to mundane 
minutes. It’s hard to think of an activity that was not 
memorialized by Pulaski. 

A way to appreciate his creative genius would be to 
visit the Agawam Library and look at a few of the 30 
Sachems from 1970 through 2001. 

"Every yearbook had a theme that ran constantly 
throughout the yearbook,” he explained. "The theme 
was one of the first things the editors and I would 
establish." 

Although he feels that the 2001 yearbook has been 
the pinnacle of his years as advisor, every yearbook 
was a work of art in its own right. 

“There has never been a yearbook staff I did not 
love," Pulaski said. “A few years ago, the yearbook 
staff surprised me. They brought in my first editor-in- 
chief, a woman named Carol. She worked with them 
side-by-side for several days, comparing the 1970s to 
the 1990s through fads and fashions.” 


Pulaski also served as advisor to the photography 
club. He won first place in a national contest in the 
1970s. “The contest was run by AGFA film. My photo 
was of a bicycle leaning up against an old building, 
completely covered with solid ice and snow. The 
photo was in black and white," he recalled. 

As a photographer, Pulaski seems willing to do 
almost anything to capture the concepts of his cre¬ 
ative shots. He once was taking photos at a hockey 
game at the old Colosseum at the Eastern States 
grounds. 

“I had to stand with my head above the plexiglass 
because they had not yet put holes in the plexiglass to 
prevent cameras and heads from getting hit. Agawam 
was skating and I was shooting. I suddenly heard the 
crowd gasping, felt a breeze and heard a whooshing 
sound, and the puck passed not six inches from my 
ear. Luckily for everyone else, the puck landed in the 
empty bleachers behind me and no one got hurt.” 

Then there is the story of the aerial shot for one of 
the classes in the 1970s: “A former student who had 
become a pilot flew me in a Cessna 150 to take an 
aerial shot of the class shaping their year on the slope 
next to the band room at the High School. When we 
reviewed the stills, we realized that the wing struts 
and the wheel of the plane blocked the view and 
ruined the photo." 

Pulaski and the pilot flew back up, with Pulaski’s 
door strapped open and with nothing but a strap hold¬ 
ing him in the plane. The pilot banked the Cessna and 
Pulaski took the photos, using both his hands to shoot 
the pictures, with nothing between him and the air! 
“People said it was crazy," he added. 

Another funny thing happened during a year in the 
1970s, he said. “We went to Stanley Park in Westfield, 
with each yearbook staff member dressed in clothes 
representing the line of work each expected in the 
future. One girl dressed as a nun, and a girl close by 
in the photo wore a bikini and was holding a surfboard 
or water skiis. Other kids dressed like nurses, lawyers, 
or other career types. 

“When we submitted the photos, the publishers 
thought we were a Catholic school and that the nun 
was protecting the girl in the bikini!” 

Another funny experience happened the year 
Pulaski was shooting the yearbook cover at the old 
Sach’s Palace on Riverdale Road. 

It seems the manager was a friend of Pulaski’s and 
had agreed to let them use the marquee to print 
something like, “Now showing - the Seniors of 1980!" 
They were putting up the letters (trying to hurry 
because rain was threatening) when cars began 
pulling up and people asked, “What’s this movie?" 

Many of the yearbook covers were photos of 
objects, such as lithographs of different things: a tie- 
dye dress, a scrapbook cover, admissions tickets and 
programs in a montage, or a hologram for the year 
2000 which turns first to day and then to night outside 
the view of a window. 

“The criterion for choosing the staff has always 
included references from at least two teachers. These 
were kids who were serious about their futures and 
would do whatever it took to produce a good year¬ 
book," Pulaski commented. 

“I feel that when a student receives their yearbook, 
they are holding in their hands something they will 
always cherish. A yearbook is the window to the com¬ 
munity of the school. What you are producing now will 
be looked at for 10, 20, and 30 or more years. Capture 
these years," he added.
